BEFORE YOU START reading this, 
be warned: There are spoilers 
ahead. But we won’t reveal any- 
thing you haven’t already seen in the films’ 
trailers. That’s right—in a season of leaked 
footage and plot details, the biggest “Oh my 
God!” moments of summer are found in 
studio-sanctioned marketing. Do you know 
that Rachel McAdams is killed in Southpaw? 
She dies about a third of the way in; the 
trailer shows her fate in under 60 seconds. 
“T was concerned, for sure,” director Antoine 
Fuqua (The Equalizer) tells EW. “I still am.” 
Fuqua isn’t the first director to speak up. 
Jurassic World’s Colin Trevorrow was 
shocked to see Chris Pratt motorcycling 
alongside velociraptors—a late plot develop- 
ment—in the trailer that launched last 
November. It showed “far more of this movie 
than I would ever have wanted,” he said. And 
Alan Taylor, the director behind Terminator 
Genisys, had “unpleasant conversations” 
with studio execs when the trailer showed 
his biggest twist: that franchise hero John 
Connor (Jason Clarke) is, in fact, a villain. 
The reveals are intentional, even if the 
returns are inconsistent (Jurassic World 
made $208 million its opening weekend; 
Genisys, $27 million). Studios conduct 
rigorous focus testing of multiple versions 
of trailers, and results show that viewers 
“respond to [those] with more of the 
movie,” says Matt Brubaker, an exec at 
Trailer Park, which edited the Southpaw clip.

“There was a lot of discussion internally 
about whether to show the wife’s death. But 
as much as people complain, the more of 
the plot a trailer offers, the more interest it 
gets. People have felt burned in the past.” 

He’s right: In 2011, a woman felt so mis- 
led by the trailer for the Ryan Gosling flick 
Drive (in part, she expected Fast & Furious), 
she sued the distributors. And 2013’s dark 
family drama August: Osage County elicited 
plenty of grumbles from folks who thought 
they were seeing a comedy. “We prefer to be 
mysterious,” says Dan Asma, co-owner of 
trailer agency Buddha Jones. “But testing 
consistently says that numbers spike when 
you give away more.” So directors like 
Fuqua accept the frustration. “I had to roll 
with it,” he says. “The audience, I guess, 
needs a little more.” 

At Comic-Con this month, Guillermo del 
Toro shared a look at his October thriller, 
Crimson Peak. “For those who don’t like 
spoilers, there are spoilers,” he laughed. The 
clip reveals Jessica Chastain to be the film’s 
antagonist, a fact not confirmed until the 
third act. As the trailer comes to a close, the 
bloody knife she’s holding is a good meta- 
phor for our own trailer masochism: It slices 
through our expectations and hurts so good.

The race is packed with fresh faces, fan favorites, 
and series that drive the conversations happening on 
our sofas. Did TV Academy voters catch up with 
audiences at last?

Nominations for 
the 67th Emmy 
Awards left us with 
an unfamiliar feel- 
ing: happiness. For a change, 
the list actually reflects what— 
and who—the TV-obsessed 
talk about when they talk about 
TV. Consider the Outstanding 
Lead Actress in a Drama Series 
category. Much-deserved 
nods went to Empire’s Taraji P. 
Henson and How to Get Away 
With Murder's Viola Davis 
(marking the first time two 
black actresses will compete 
in the category). And righting 
a wrong that fans have long 
lamented, Tatiana Maslany 
finally—finally!—was acknowl- 
edged for mastering the 
hardest job on TV, not only 
playing six different clones 
on Orphan Black but also 
occasionally playing a clone 
who's playing a clone. 

Even apart from Maslany’s 
overdue nomination, there was 
plenty of love for newcomers, 
with voters honoring ground- 
breaking freshman series 
(Transparent, Better Call Saul, 
Unbreakable Kimmy Schmidt), 
underappreciated breakout 
performances (Niecy Nash for 
Getting On, Ben Mendelsohn 
for Bloodline), and a wide 
variety of Comedy Central 
shows beloved by younger 
viewers, including Inside Amy 
Schumer—the star of which is 
having the best week ever (see 
page 14). The nod for Transpar- 
ent was a particularly big step, 
not just because the dramedy 
focuses on the rare transgen- 
der character who's neither 
saint nor villain but because 
this was a first-time nomina- 
tion for an Amazon series, 
proving there's life beyond 
Netflix for streaming shows. 

Emmy voters are often criti- 
cized for favoring established 
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shows that skew toward mature 
audiences, and true to form, a 
few past-their-prime series did 
muscle out some worthier new- 
bies (see below). But overall, 
the noms seem to signal that 
voters are starting to think like 
viewers, who are often just as 
savvy as critics when it comes 
to championing underrated 
shows and performances. Let's 
hope when Andy Samberg 
hosts on Sept. 20, the Emmys 
will feature a few more surprises 
to delight TV geeks like us.

ON THIS JULY DAY IN ENGLAND, THE MERCURY IS AT 98 DEGREES—A RECORD, ACCORDING 
to the radio—and Charlie Hunnam is wearing leather pants. 
This would be a major problem for most people, but Hunnam 
knows a thing or two about cowhide and high temperatures. He 
starred as Jax, the morally conflicted heir to a notorious Cali- 
fornia motorcycle gang, for seven seasons on the hit FX series 
Sons of Anarchy, and insists he’s not sweating the heat. At the 
moment, we’re in Hunnam’s trailer, about an hour northwest of 
London at Warner Bros. Studios, Leavesden—a.k.a. the Harry 
Potter studios—where the 35-year-old Brit is playing a legend 
in Guy Ritchie’s King Arthur. He’s on day 93 of a five-month 


shoot, deep into a string of six-day workweeks, and the hours 
of sword battles and filming underwater have taken a toll. 
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His body, he says, is “a bit f---ed.” He cracked 
his knee during an action sequence a few 
days ago, and now he’s limping around the 
set in the blazing sun wearing those pants 
and a heavy fur coat. He never complains, 
though. A king, to paraphrase Louis XVIII, 
should die on his feet. 

Almost every person in the Western 
world has at least a passing acquaintance 
with the tales of King Arthur. The legend’s 
origin is unclear, but it seems to have first 
popped up sometime around A.D. 830 and 
to have made its official literary debut some 
300 years later, in Historia Regum Britanniae 
in A.D. 1136. Since then, the story of a poor, 
untitled squire who meets his destiny when 
he’s tutored by the wizard Merlin, pulls the

sword Excalibur from a stone, becomes 
king, forms the Knights of the Round Table, 
and then falls in love with the maiden 


Guinevere only to see her tumble for his 
best friend Lancelot has been recounted in 
everything from 12th-century French 
romances to T.H. White’s 1958 opus, The 
Once and Future King. In our age, the legend 
of Arthur has been animated (Disney’s The 
Sword in the Stone), musicalized (Broad- 
way’s Camelot), spoofed (Monty Python and 
the Holy Grail), and even turned into an 
ultra-soft-core fantasy flick (1981’s Excalibur). 
Yet despite one recent failed attempt— 
2004’s King Arthur starring Clive Owen— 
Arthur, as a character, has never quite 
worked as a badass action hero.

There’s a good reason for that. Arthur has 
a bit of a Superman problem: He’s too noble 
to be cool or dangerous, and he’s rarely con- 
flicted. “The pitfall has often been trying to 
make King Arthur bland and nice, and nice 
and bland,” says Ritchie, 46, who revamped a 
certain 19th-century detective by casting 
Robert Downey Jr. as a slo-mo-brawling 
addict genius in 2009’s Sherlock Holmes, and 
who will attempt to butch up the 1960s TV 


new film (starring Superman himself, Henry 
Cavill), out Aug. 14. 

So when Ritchie and his team set out to 
give Arthur a rethink, they started at page 1, 
scrapping his bucolic beginnings for some- 
thing a little more...Oliver Twist. In the film, 
which is scheduled for a summer 2016 
release, the future king has been orphaned 
as an infant and raised by three prostitutes 
in what was then known as Londinium. He 
becomes a streetwise urchin—you know, a 
Guy Ritchie character—who rules over his 
tiny pocket of the fifth-century city without 
any knowledge of his nobility. The literary 
King Arthur, Ritchie says, “was a good guy 
from the beginning. Our King Arthur is not.” 
Hunnam, for his part, was totally on board 
with that new interpretation and even flew 
to London on his own dime to audition. 
“You need to see a character grow, and you 
need conflict,” Hunnam says. “If somebody 
is walking around with noble aspirations and 
then they find out that they’re King of Eng- 
land, wonderful, but it’s all a bit boring and 
Arthur looks like a bit of a c--t.” 

Further proving that this is definitely not 
your grandfather’s Camelot, Ritchie & Co. 
have upped the fantasy quotient, adding 
supersize castle-storming elephants that 
carry temples on their backs and giant 
snakes that war with oversize bats. There’s 
still a sword and a stone, of course, and 
Guinevere (European beauty Astrid Bergés- 
Frisbey), and at least one future Round 
Table knight (Djimon Hounsou as Bedivere). 
But in this production, there’s no Lancelot 
and, most notably, no Merlin—on screen, 
at least. “Hopefully, loyalists won’t be too 
offended by what we’ve done,” says pro- 
ducer Lionel Wigram (Sherlock Holmes). Or 
rather: Hopefully, they'll be willing to wait. 
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When screenwriter Joby Harold sold the 
script to Warner Bros., he included a series 
bible of sorts, which mapped out a plan for a 
six-film franchise. In other words, if King 
Arthur is a hit, we may get to see Merlin work 
his magic in the sequel. And the odds of that 
happening, it’s fair to say, rest in large part 
on whether Ritchie hired the right man to lift 
Excalibur out of the rock and into the light. 


AROUND THE TIME RITCHIE WAS LOOKING 
for his King last year, Hunnam was searching 
for his next step. The actor had grown up 
working-class in the city of Newcastle upon 
Tyne. His father, whom he has described as 
a “pretty famous gangster,” and his mother 
divorced when Hunnam was 2 years old. 
That childhood instilled in him both a strong 
work ethic and an equally strong desire to 
escape. Acting—“storytelling,” as he puts 
it—provided a path out. “I just thought if I 
could maybe spend my life doing this, then I 
wouldn’t be a horrible, depressed, existential 
f---,” he says. He broke through as a central 
character on the British version of Queer as 
Folk and followed that with a gig on the 
short-lived but adored Judd Apatow series 
Undeclared. He then pivoted to film—e.g., 
Abandon, Nicholas Nickleby, Cold Mountain— 
before landing his career-defining role on

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SOA. “Sons of Anarchy was an incredibly 
special experience for me because of the 
length of it and the deepness of the relation- 
ships that developed between all of the 
actors,” he says. “So that was sort of a stand- 
alone job that I don’t think will ever be 
replicated. I can’t imagine anything being as 
special for me as that show was.” 

But by September 2013, the penultimate 
season of SOA had just begun rolling out, 
and Hunnam was on the road to becoming 
a movie star. He had already headlined that 
year’s Pacific Rim, but the Guillermo del 
Toro film had underperformed at the box 
office and had underwhelmed critics. The 
transition from TV to film can be perilous, 
and few actors make the leap without 
bumps and bruises. Movie fame is its own 
special currency. If you have proved your- 
self bankable at the box office, you have 
almost unlimited access to the best scripts 
and directors. So as SOA was winding down, 
Hunnam, who counts Leonardo DiCaprio, 
Daniel Day-Lewis, and Viggo Mortensen 
among his professional role models, needed 
a movie hit to take his career in that direc- 
tion. The decision to star in the film adapta- 
tion of the erotic best-seller Fifty Shades of 
Grey must have seemed, in that context, 
like a no-brainer. Until it didn’t. 

In October 2013, just three weeks before 
production was set to begin on Fifty Shades 
in Vancouver, Hunnam dropped out, citing 
a conflict with his SOA shooting schedule. 
That may have been technically true, but 
Universal Pictures chairman Donna Langley 
also told EW at the time that Hunnam had 
realized that the impact on his life of taking 
on such an iconic role was more than he 
was willing to bear. Sitting in his trailer at 
Leavesden almost two years later, Hunnam 
describes that period as “very, very painful” 
and still seems burdened about his deci- 
sion. “I felt like I let myself down,” he says. 
“T let those people down on Fifty Shades 
that I’d grown to really love and respect. 
It’s just a really unpleasant period of time 
for me. I was seduced into that thing for all 
of the reasons that one would be seduced 
by it. For the first time in my life, I had 
more work than I had time to do it. I was 
just taking every good opportunity, whether

In person, the Hunnam you meet depends 
on his schedule for the day. In between takes 
on set, his intensity is palpable, even through 
the screen of a remote monitor, and he’ll 
occasionally pump out a set of push-ups to 
maintain it. Back in his trailer, he’s more 
relaxed and he knows how to deploy his 
charm, but he’s not a guy who does non- 
chalance. You’ll never hear him shrug off 
his profession. He’s earnest, thoughtful, and 
invested in doing his job well. 

In many ways, he and Ritchie, who never 
seems more pleased than when he can 
completely trust in the talent of the people 
around him, are an ideal match, and Hunnam 
is grateful that his director views him as a 
partner rather than as a puppet. “A lot of 
times, actors are just expected to show up 
and have learned their lines,” Hunnam says. 
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“WE’VE SHOT FOR 93 DAYS, 

AND FOR 85 OF THOSE I’?VE GONE 
HOME FEELING THAT THE 

WORK WAS FAR BETTER THAN I 
COULD HAVE HOPED FOR.” 


“To me, that’s sort of profoundly insulting 
and also just counterproductive.” King 
Arthur has turned out to be the perfect 
bounce-back. If it succeeds, it can give him 
the financial and creative freedom to take 
his career and life—which he shares with 
his longtime girlfriend, jewelry designer 
Morgana McNelis—wherever he wants. 
In the meantime, he says, he’s liking the 
work, despite the heat and the limp and 
those leather pants. “We’ve shot for 93

days, and for 85 of those I’ve gone home 
feeling that the work was far better than I 
could have hoped for,” he says. And his 
youthful concern about growing up to be a 
“depressed, existential f---” seems to have 
abated too. “There’s still a healthy dose of 
existentialism,” he says. “But I do feel very 
comfortable, satisfied, happy.” And in a 
castle of his own making.

How the Jamaican singer scored the 
biggest new song on the planet with “Cheerleader.”

parish of Clarendon, Jamaica, Omar Samuel 
Pasley was obsessed with the rhythmic flows of poetry and hip-hop. 
At school, he and his friends would take turns freestyling in the halls 
or performing on top of their desks in class. “The whole aspect of 
lyrical composition fascinated me,” says the 28-year-old singer, who 
records as OMI (pronounced OH-mee), a nickname given to him by 
his dad. Sure, dancehall and reggae may be the country’s most 
beloved genres, but Pasley says he was always looking outside the 
country’s borders for inspiration. “I want to be known for doing 
world music,” he says. “I want to connect with people!” 

He’s achieved that goal—perhaps beyond his wildest dreams. If 
you’ve been anywhere near a radio the past few months, not to men- 
tion at any wedding with a DJ and a dance floor, chances are you’ve 
heard OMI’s inescapable song “Cheerleader.” The three-minute 
electro-ska ditty is shaping up to be the defining one of summer 2015. 
It topped the Billboard Hot 100 in July and has been No. 1 on iTunes 
in more than 50 countries. “To say that I didn’t expect all this would 
mean that I didn’t believe in my talent, and that’s not the case,” the 
singer says quietly while on a break from a marathon tour of New 
York City, which included performances on Good Morning America 
and The Tonight Show Starring Jimmy Fallon. “I know it seems like my

label, Ultra. “The positive vibes weren’t high- 
lighted in the original production,” Jaehn 
says. “I wanted to take the vocal, which I 
liked, and convert it into a danceable, feel- 
good song.” Pasley admits he was floored by 
the new version: “He kept true to the song’s 
essence. It wasn’t one of those crazy remixes 
that highlight the DJ and not the artist.” 
Pasley says it’s more than just the track’s 
bright groove that’s caught on—the G-rated 
lyrics, about a man’s love for the girl who’s 
“always in my corner,” also appeal to a main- 
stream audience (to say nothing of the Kidz 
Bop set). “The story is so simple with its 
level of innocence,” Pasley says. “It’s a con- 
versation: ‘Look, this is how I see you, and I 
appreciate this about you. 
The history of pop music is rife with 
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one-hit wonders, from the Baha Men’s 
“Who Let the Dogs Out” to Los del Rio’s 
“Macarena.” But Pasley, who says he’s 
releasing a follow-up single “soon” and an 
album in the fall, has bigger ambitions: 
“We all know the greats like Sam Cooke, 
James Brown, and Bob Marley. If you have 
a good sound, then it withstands time.”

The take climaxes with Susie breaking a 
pencil in sexual frustration. As the camera 
stops, Poehler cracks everyone up by shout- 
ing, “What’s a bitch got to do to get laid 
around here???”

This question—and many others—will be answered on 
July 31, as creators David Wain and Michael Showalter hope 
to recapture the original lakeside lightning in a bottle with 
the reboot—and generate some new bolts, too. The coolest 
coup: All the original cast members were willing to reprise 
their roles, no matter how famous they’d gotten—from Paul 
Rudd’s scoffing D-bag Andy to Elizabeth Banks’ barbecue- 
sauce-smeared babe Lindsay to Christopher Meloni’s 
unhinged, refrigerator-humping chef Gene—and this time, 
they'll swap punchlines with a new constellation of shiny 
stars that includes Jon Hamm, Josh Charles, Michael Cera, 
Chris Pine, Kristen Wiig, and Jason Schwartzman. 

“It’s a special little club,” says Meloni. “For somebody to 
dust it off and say, ‘We want to revisit this place with these 
characters,’ everyone said, ‘Yep, I’m in.’ And goddamn it, 
we're the same people we were before success. We’re all like, 
‘I want to be back with my family.’” The premise’s inherent 
ridiculousness made Rudd laugh. “I loved the idea that we 
were too old to play the parts we played in the movie, and 
now that we’re 15 years older, we’re playing even younger 
than the movie,” he says. “That made complete sense to me.” 


THE RETURN OF WET HOT ISN'T 
just about getting one of the largest and 
greatest comedy ensemble casts together 
on one set again—it’s also a tale of the long 
shot turning into a big shot and then getting 
an even bigger shot. It’s the weird little indie 
that could, a modest gem of modern alternative comedy 
that’s built out of irony and heart. Yet when it first came out, 
Wet Hot American Summer seemed like one of the least likely 
movies to spawn such a highly anticipated prequel. Veterans 
of sketch fave The State, Wain and Showalter had penned a 
camp-movie spoof set on the last day of summer 1981 at the 
fictional Camp Firewood, inspired by their own sleepaway 
experiences. After casting a ragtag collection of comedy pros 
(Janeane Garofalo) and Hollywood newcomers (Bradley 
Cooper), along with a few of their State mates (Michael Ian 
Black, Ken Marino, Joe Lo Truglio), they holed up at Camp 
Towanda in Pennsylvania in spring 2000 to shoot the $1.8 mil- 
lion flick. It was cold and rained nearly every day. “Everyone 
had a blast,” recalls director Wain. “We shot for 12 hours a 
day and partied for 12 hours a night. It was crazy.” 
Featuring meta absurdity, feel-good silliness, a dash of 
druggy darkness, and a serving of steamy romance (plus a 
gay marriage ahead of its time), the edgy romp-com grossed 
only $295,206 at the box office (making it the No. 252 
movie of 2001) and was roasted by critics (“an almost 
laughless bomb”). But as its stars—like Cooper, Poehler, 
Banks, and Rudd—rose to big fame in subsequent projects, 
and people discovered the movie on DVD and cable or in 
screenings at bars, colleges, and festivals, the legend slowly 
grew. Soon it became a must-watch. “I used to buy it on 
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DVD to give to people as a gift,” says die-hard fan Jason 
Schwartzman, who joins the reboot as “fussbudget” 
boys’ head counselor Greg. “There were definitely a 
couple times when I would miss a line because I’d be 
like, ‘I’m in a room, acting in a scene with all these 
people. What’s going on? This is crazy!” 

By the time the cast did a live reading of the script for 
rabid fans at SF Sketchfest in 2012, the appetite for more 
Wet Hot was undeniable; and in the age of reboot mania 
and new platforms like Netflix, which was just getting 
into the business of embracing fan favorites and 
nostalgia-driven acts, a return was almost inevitable. 

Netflix chief content officer Ted Sarandos was eager 
to recapture the flag, citing the “superpassionate fan 
base” that repeatedly watched Wet Hot on the streaming 
service. “It was so funny and ahead of the curve of what 
everyone else was doing—it’s almost like an origin story 
for the current state of American comedy,” praises 
Sarandos. He was meeting with Wain about other 
projects when the conversation drifted to what a Wet Hot 
follow-up movie would look like or even the possibility 
of a limited series on Netflix. During the development 
stages with executive producer Jonathan Stern, the boys 
realized that with their surplus of story ideas, a short-run

series made sense instead of another film. The canvas 


would be several hours, not 90 minutes. “A lot of the 
comparisons go away right off the bat,” says Showalter. 
“Tt feels like the right thing to switch it up in that way, so 
that people really would see it as its own thing and not 
as ‘Well, they’d better be able to top the original!’” 

But before formally pitching Netflix (“We talked to 
some of the lesser ones like Yelp, we talked to Skype, we 
had a meeting at Hooli and they wanted to do some- 
thing,” deadpans Wain, who also consulted with the 
creator of another Netflix reboot special, Arrested 
Development’s Mitch Hurwitz), the pair secured commit- 
ments from their now-in-demand original cast. The goal, 
though, was to re-create an ensemble feel, not to string 
together a bunch of cameos. “We tried to [give] every 
cast member a roughly equal-size story line,” says 
Showalter. “Everybody has an arc.” (This would require 
plenty of scheduling wizardry and, in a few cases, some 
Hollywood magic to make it appear that characters had 
filmed a scene together.) Wain and Showalter knew that 
a revival of the beloved franchise would come with 
expectations higher than camp counselors on an in-town 
heroin binge—they weren’t interested in a nostalgic 
retread, though. “The goal is not ‘Remember that old 
movie? We’re getting together a bunch of old people cel- 
ebrating what we did years ago!’” Wain says. “It’s to 
make this as present tense and its own project. ’m 
excited about this material for its own sake.” 

For matters of weather and convenience, the series 
was shot near L.A., where Firewood was re-created by 
studying photos of Pennsylvania’s Camp Towanda— 
and freeze-framing the DVD. Walking onto the 
Firewood set again was a trippy treat for many Wet Hot 
vets. “A total blast and surreal,” says Rudd. Poehler 
says, “When I turned the corner to the set and saw the 
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replica, I was overwhelmed. I was 


like, ‘Whoa.’ It was really cool. 
Really cool.” She describes the vibe 
of the shoot as “very class reunion-y. 
Everyone is feeling super happy to 
be there. Everyone is a lot older 
and a little bit more relaxed. And 
everyone is a little less hungover. 
Maybe. I can’t speak for everyone,” 
Poehler says. “[There’s] a lot more 
sharing pictures of kids and dogs, a lot more of ‘Where 
are we going to dinner?’ whereas 15 years ago, it was a 
lot of smoking and sneaking around and going into 
town to buy booze.” Meanwhile, Michael Ian Black says 
he was just surprised to be there at all. “Even on the 
first day up until they started rolling, Zak Orth, who 
plays JJ, was like, ‘It may not happen,’” he says. “I think 
we all kind of felt that way. I’m still not convinced.” 
Assuming this isn’t an elaborate prank or fever dream, 
here’s what we can look forward to in First Day of Camp: 
Our counselors greet the arriving campers, including 
loner Kevin (David Bloom), whom Coop (once again 
played by Showalter) befriends. Ben and Susie get 
musical guidance from Broadway director Claude Dumet 
(John Slattery) and a tough choreographer (Michaela 
Watkins). “Toxic waste threatens the existence of the 
camp,” hints Showalter. Romantic triangles develop. The 
long-simmering rivalry with Tigerclaw—the snobby 
camp across the lake—heats up. Beware: Tigerclaw 
a-hole counselor Blake (Josh Charles) rocks a triple- 
popped collar. “That was when I knew I had made the 
right decision coming to play with these guys,” says 
Charles. “I was having a costume fitting, and we were 
talking about doing a double-popped. Showalter is 
sitting in the trailer, and he’s like, ‘I think we should go

triple.’ They had to sew the collars into the shirt, because 
otherwise it just would’ve been too thick.” 

The plot will also introduce outlandish backstories 
for counselors like Lindsay (Banks) and Abby (Marisa 
Ryan). “Part of the fun was treating the characters like 
we’re doing a prequel to Star Wars,” says Wain. “We’re 
doing these iconic, mythic, huge things when really it’s 
just a bunch of horny, zit-covered teens at camp.” In 
addition, little asides from the film will be fleshed out, 
like Gail’s (Molly Shannon) failed relationship with a 
“Jonas.” (“She is a bit addicted to love,” says Shannon 
about her hilariously downtrodden character. “Almost 
like a drunk with a bottle.”) And the mystery of that 
talking can of vegetables (voiced by H. Jon Benjamin) will 
be revealed. “You want to know: How did Spider-Man 
get his superpowers? Why is Daredevil blind? How does 
acan of vegetables become a can of talking vegetables?” 
asks Showalter. “There’s got to be a story there.” 

But the real story here is that the ultimate underdog 
got an unexpected chance to splash around in the lake 
again. “The entire experience of Wet Hot feels like a 
bonus track,” says Poehler. “The fact that we got to do it, 
the fact that it was made, the fact that it was good, the 
fact that people continue to like it, and now we’re doing 
this—it all feels like extra-cool stuff.” 

And this doesn’t mean the end of the trail yet. Netflix, 
Wain, and Showalter are open to more adventures. “In 
the movie, it’s decided that they're going to meet 10 years 
from now,” says Showalter. “That would make them in 
their mid-20s. It would be early ’90s. It was the grunge 
era... 1 wouldn’t mind seeing them as quasi-adults.” 
Wain, meanwhile, is thinking big: “The main thing we’ve 
been talking about is for the next season to combine Wet 
Hot and Orange Is the New Black. The residents of the 
Litchfield prison escape and go to Boston at the same 
time as all the Wet Hot counselors, and they end up hav- 
ing an orgy in the Charles River.” Hey, stranger things 
have happened. And probably will this Summer. s¢

ACTORS AND YOU'LL START TO HEAR CERTAIN TROPES 
over and over again. Like how they were very shy as children. Or 
just how grateful they are to be in this project with that director. 
Another tried-and-true chestnut: They only want to take roles 
that push them out of their comfort zones. So when Jason Segel 
says, “I try to do things that scare me,” one could be forgiven for 
thinking he’s steering the conversation into well-worn territory. 
But talk to Segel for any length of time, and it becomes clear that 
fear—as an emotion, a concept, a tool—is something that preoc- 
cupies him. Scaring himself, after all, is what led him to write 
and star in 2008’s Forgetting Sarah Marshall (a project that he 
calls one of his most honest performances and includes what 
was surely a scary-to-film full-frontal nude scene); it was what 
helped bolster him when he decided to bring back our favorite 
felted figures in 2011’s The Muppets; and it’s what inspired him to 
write Nightmares!, the children’s book series about facing your 
fears. And it was that same mixture of angst and nerves that 
propelled him—less than 24 hours after ending his nine-year run 
as Marshall on How I Met Your Mother—to tackle the role of 
author David Foster Wallace in The End of the Tour (July 31). 
His startling dramatic turn will stun audiences used to seeing 
Segel as a comic foil. The humor remains, but Segel goes 
darker than he ever has to transform into the compli- 
cated, conflicted, brilliant literary figure who committed 
suicide in 2008. Based on journalist David Lipsky’s 2010 
book, Although of Course You End Up Becoming Yourself, 
the film focuses on the five days in 1996 when Rolling 
Stone sent Lipsky (played by Jesse Eisenberg) to accom- 
pany Wallace on his last book-tour stop in support of 
Infinite Jest, the critically acclaimed 1,079-page book that 
made Wallace a reluctant literary rock star. 
Over the course of 106 minutes, the two men spar 
over everything from Alanis Morissette and cheese- 
burgers to talent, ambition, and depression—managing 
to forge a fragile intimacy in the process. It’s a career- 
changing performance for Segel and one that will 
surely start early Oscar chatter. “I watched the movie 
and I was so proud of him,” says Judd Apatow, who 
gave the actor his first break as Nick on the 1999 cult 
series Freaks and Geeks. “I could tell how deeply he 
related to David Foster Wallace and it all felt very 
personal to me. It made me cry.” 
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ON ACOOL AND RAINY RECENT AFTERNOON, 
Segel sprawls his long limbs over a sofa in New York 
City’s Bowery Hotel. In an industry where nearly every 
celebrity is essentially doll-size, the lanky 6’4” actor is 
a towering anomaly. “I am right at the limit of being 
able to buy clothes at normal stores,” he says with a 
grin. “Anything taller would be trouble.” 

Despite his size, Segel has an approachable, gentle- 
giant quality. “He has an inherent likability,” says The End 
of the Tour’s director, James Ponsoldt (The Spectacular 
Now), who'd been a fan of Segel’s since Freaks and Geeks. 
“Jason was the emotional anchor of that show. He was 
the one I felt like I knew—the one I wanted to spend time 
with. You watch early Tom Hanks, early Jack Lemmon or 
Jimmy Stewart performances—you just like hanging out 
with those guys regardless of the context or the film 
they’re in. I felt that way about Jason.” 

While filming Tour in Michigan in the winter of 2014, 
Ponsoldt discovered many people felt the same 
way. “Jason is a very recognizable guy,” the director 
says. “If you’re on people’s TV sets several times a day, 
people think that they know you. Jason has a grace and 
kindness—it’s natural to him—but I think he works 
hard to be compassionate with people. I can’t imagine 
what it’s like to not be able to be alone in public.” 

Segel, 35, has been acting since the age of 17 and recently 
figured out that he’s been in the public eye longer than he 
hasn’t. “I’ve made friends with it,” he says. “I figure out the 
parts I don’t like and I do my best to either eliminate those 
or acknowledge that I have no control over them.” 

The End of the Tour explores one of the most tricky 
by-products of being famous: that total strangers bring 


their own ideas and expectations when they meet you. In 
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the film, Lipsky arrives at his interview with 
Wallace with a set of preconceived notions— 
a bittersweet amalgam of admiration and 
envy—and Wallace is alternately amused, 
frustrated, and despondent at the disconnect 
between Lipsky’s idea of him and his true 
self. “There are certain things I could really 
relate to,” Segel says. “Specifically the idea 
that you never know the fundamental any- 
one. You know how you perceive them, but 
you don’t know what it’s like to sit in their 
skin at home when they’re alone at night.” 
When Segel first read Donald Margulies’ 
script, he instantly loved it but wondered 
why Ponsoldt thought of him for the role. 
While he’s turned in quiet, poignant perfor- 
mances in smaller films such as Jeff Who 
Lives at Home, he’s still known mainly as the 
lovable lug in broad comedies like I Love 
You, Man and The Five-Year Engagement. 
But for Ponsoldt—a hardcore David 
Foster Wallace devotee—it wasn’t a leap at 
all. “People who had a knee-jerk response 
to Jason being cast didn’t really under- 
stand who David Foster Wallace was. They 
knew he wrote a really challenging book 
and that he died tragically, so they assumed 
he must be a depressed intellectual,” he 
says. “Jason completely understands what 
it’s like to be open and vulnerable and hon- 
est with people who want a story from him. He gets it 
on a deeply fundamental level, what it is to live a cre- 
ative life and to have your privacy feel stepped upon, 
and to try to find boundaries.” 
To prepare for the role, Segel asked a few gulys at 
his local bookstore to create an Infinite Jest bOOk 
club; he listened to Lipsky’s original interyiew 
tapes; and he watched as much footage of 
Wallace as he could find. Then he left/for 
the shoot’s Grand Rapids, Mich., location 
the day after he filmed the HIMYM finale: 
Tour’s shoot was, by anyone’s definition, 
a bare-bones affair. “It really was just Jesse 
and me for 15 hours a day,” says Segel. “We 
drove to work together every day and would 
leave set, go to a drive-through or something, and 
then go to sleep and do it again.” It definitely madean 
impression on his costar. “It reminds me of the first 
movie I ever did, Roger Dodger—that good feeling, that 
camaraderie,” Eisenberg says. “We were in one of the 
coldest cities in America during one of their coldest

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winters on record, and I’ll remember this experience with that 
same fondness. A lot of that had to do with working with Jason.” 
The movie came at a time when Segel was trying to figure things 
Out,careerwise, and it helped him focus. “I had arrived at amoment 
which. is like, ‘Okay, if ’m lucky I have 60 more years of this. I 
better make friends with that other part of myself that either 
tells, you that you’re doing great or you’re a piece of s---,’” 
he Says. “We all have that Other Us that is with us at all 
times—you can’t get rid of that.” 
Segel brushes off Oscar talk (“If Jason were the type 
Of person that engaged with that too much, I think he 
might’ve been the wrong person to play the role,” says 
his director) and insists he’s just excited for the rest of 
the’world to see Tour. “When they said, ‘That’s a wrap,’ I 
felt like I had done everything I possibly could to do my job 
well,” he says. “That’s a great feeling. My father asked me how 
things went and I said I did the best that I could. He said, ‘Oh, I’m 
sure you did better than that.’ I said to him, ‘No, I mean it in the 
right way.” He smiles. “I did the best that I could.”

ROAD THIS SUMMER, 
5O-YEAR CAREER—AND BREAKING RECORDS TODAY. 
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ONE OF POP'S BEST SONGWRITERS 
hasn't released a new album 
since 1993, but he's still 
breaking records, performing 
nonstop—and connecting 
with a younger generation of 
fans. From his hometown of 
Oyster Bay, Long Island, Billy 
Joel, 66, looks back on a nearly 
50-year career, revels in being 
labeled ‘dad rock,” and opens 
up about whether he'll ever 
release new music again. “ 
may keep performing. | may 
stop,” says the Grammy 
winner. “I've learned to never 
say, ‘lm quitting.” 


You just performed for one of the big- 
gest crowds ever headlining Bonnaroo. 
Was it fun playing in a festival setting? 

It was different. I mean, I’m not really a 
festival act. I went to Woodstock. I didn’t 
play there, but I went up on a motorcycle, 
which was a good move because the high- 
way was just a parking lot. I wanted to see 
Hendrix and the Who. But after a day anda 
half with no real toilet facilities...what am I, 
a bear? I have to go in the woods? There was 
a lot of mud and people were smoking a lot 
of pot and taking a lot of acid. 

Did you indulge? 

I didn’t do anything back then. I drank a 
beer or something. The first day, I saw 
Santana. Or was it Joe Cocker? I was dirty 
and itchy and covered with poison ivy and I 
thought, “Just get me out of here! I’ve got to 
use a bathroom.” 

How did that compare to Bonnaroo? 

I didn’t play Woodstock, so it’s one thing to 
be there and it’s another to perform. But 
Bonnaroo was great. It was mostly new 
bands. There weren’t a lot of classic-rock 
acts. I suppose I’m classic rock. Except Robert 
Plant, who performed. He was standing by 
the side of the stage while we were playing. I 
couldn’t get to talk to him. It was weird. I got 
this feeling, “The kids aren’t here to see me.” 
The average age was 23 years old. 


You were a headliner—you’re 100 per- 
cent a draw! 

I don’t know. At the beginning there was 
almost a feeling of a disconnect. Do they 
know me? Do I know them? “Who’s Billy 
Joel? Didn’t he do, like, ‘Piano Man?’ Isn’t he 
the ‘Uptown Girl’ guy?” 

But then you came to New York a 

few weeks later and headlined Madison 
Square Garden. How'd that feel? 

It felt good. Richie Sambora came out—I 
didn’t think he was going to come. It was just 
loose. There was this expectation that some- 
thing important was going to happen because 
we tied the record for number of perfor- 
mances [with Elton John]. People like to talk 
about it—they like to cook up a rivalry 
between me and him. 

He did slag you in the press a few years 
ago, saying you were responsible for the 
tour getting canceled. 

He does that with everybody. He runs off at 
the mouth and regrets it later. We made up a 
long time ago. We sat down and I was like, 
“Don’t throw your friends under the bus.” 


What was that meeting like? 
He was concerned. I think he’s a little 
scared of me sometimes, like, “What’s he 


going to do?” We’d have these friendly 
go-rounds where he’d say, “Why don’t you 
put out more albums?” And I’d say, “Why 
don’t you put out less?” I’d tie his shoes on 
stage while he’s playing the piano—just to 
try and f--- him up. 

In July you broke his record for most 
solo performances at Madison Square 
Garden and celebrated by covering 

his song “Goodbye Yellow Brick Road.” 
Were you being playfully shady? 

That was really an homage. He’s, like, the guy 
before me! He was the piano player before I 
was a Piano Man. I felt humbled by it—to 
play 65 times and beat his record. I thought, 
“Td like to tip my hat to the man.” 

In August you'll play the final show at 
Nassau Coliseum, your hometown venue, 
before they tear it down to rebuild it. Do 
you recall the first time playing there? 

It was the first big arena I ever played, right 
after The Stranger came out in 1977. Very, 
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very exciting. Everyone I knew in the world 
was there. Ex-girlfriends, you know... 

In the '70s, critics weren't always kind 

to your music, and you'd often rip up bad 
reviews on stage. With your continued 
success today, do you feel vindicated? 

I was kind of dumb when I was younger 
because there’d be, like, 10 reviews and eight 
of them would be great. I would pay attention 
to the two that weren’t so great. I’d go off 
half-cocked and I had a chip on my shoulder. 
I think that’s a Long Island thing. And I 
suppose after a couple years of tearing up 
reviews on stage...what’s the saying? Don’t 
get into a pissing war with people who order 
ink by the barrel? 

You haven't released an album of pop 
songs since 1993's River of Dreams. Do 
you want to make more pop music? 

I’m writing new music all the time. I’m just 
not writing pop stuff. It’s not my goal right 
now. I’m writing for the sake of writing 
music. Whether it gets heard or not isn’t an 
issue for me. It keeps my own juices going 
and my mind active. 


Do you write your music down? 

There’s no tapes of what I’ve been writing 
for the last 20 years. I should have put it on 
tape because I’m sure my memory will start 
to go. I’m 66 now. Probably got a good couple 
of years left. [Laughs] 

limagine you owe your label a new album. 
I think I owe a couple. I mean, they keep 
putting out these compilations: live, great- 
est hits, love songs. I heard the love-songs 
one...blech! I threw up in my mouth when 
they did that. People think I’m doing it, but 
I’m not! [Laughs] 

You're about to become a father again 
with your wife, Alexis. Will your child 
inspire new music? 

I’m going to write a song for the kid, or some- 
thing. Alexa, my daughter, who is now almost 
30, was always enchanted with music even 
before there were words. 

How do you explain younger fans’ 
discovery of your music? 

I don’t know! I haven’t figured it out. I 
assume they’re their own generation and 
they’ve got their own music. There’s a lot

of stuff I don’t know about, like electronic 
dance music. 

Which they call EDM. 

Yeah! That’s a whole other thing. But obvi- 
ously they’ve heard my music somewhere. 
Whether their parents played it and it’s, like, 
dad rock, which I love. I love that expression!

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Behind Tom Cruise’s Impossible Plane 


AS AGENT ETHAN HUNT, [om Cruise has 

leaped from the world’s tallest building, 

jumped off Shanghai's soaring skyscrapers, 
and scaled mountains bare-handed. But those stunts 
ake a backseat to Mission: Impossible Rogue Nation's 
standout opener, in which Cruise, 53, dangles precari- 
ously from a mammoth four-engine turboprop plane 
hat pushes triple-digit soeeds during a steep vertical 
akeoff. “We wanted to do something that didn’t 
replicate anything that’s already been done,” says 
director Christopher McQuarrie. What began in 
jest—“I sort of half-joked to Tom, ‘Well, what if that took 
off with you on the side?’ and without hesitation he 
said, ‘Yeah, | could do that’”—became a four-minute, 
10-second sequence that takes the spy series to dizzy- 
ing new heights. McQuarrie and stunt coordinator 
Wade Eastwood explain how they pulled it off. 
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FREQUENT FLIER 
Cruise famously insists on perform- 
ing his own stunts, and Rogue 
Nation was no different. “His stunt- 
man has the least work of any 
stuntman in the world,” says stunt 
coordinator Wade Eastwood. But 
plane-company execs initially 
weren't convinced that Cruise could 
take on the high-flying sequence. 
“After a time, they understood what 
we were out to do, which wasn’t 
something reckless,” says director 
Christopher McQuarrie. The Mission 
team had achieved the impossible— 
which was fortuitous given Cruise’s 
distaste for CGI. Says Eastwood, “If 
you want to get a swearword out of 
Tom, use the words green screen.”

es THE MASSIVE SUCCESS

CRITICS LOVE TO complain that female friendships on 
TV aren’t realistic (see: Mistresses, Pretty Little Liars, every 
show on Bravo). And while that may be true, Playing 
House reminds us why the unrealistic ones can still be fun 
to watch. Created by real-life besties Lennon Parham and 
Jessica St. Clair, this aspirational buddy comedy makes 
you covet not only the main characters’ friendship but 
also their newly renovated kitchens, their endlessly perky 
energy—basically, their whole lives. Last season, when 
mother-to-be Maggie (Parham) split up with her unfaith- 
ful husband, her childhood friend Emma (St. Clair) quit a 
high-powered job in Shanghai and moved back to the 
hometown she hates just to help raise Maggie’s baby, 
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A Lennon Parham and Jessica St. Clair with baby and banana 


Charlotte. This season, Maggie remains on 
impossibly good terms with her ex (Brad 
Morris), who willingly volunteers to bathe 
Charlotte while Maggie goes out for drinks 
with Hootie & the Blowfish singer Darius 
Rucker. He’s one of the many romantic 
prospects whose photos Emma grabbed off 
Tinder and painstakingly wallpapered across 
the living room, helpfully dividing them into 
Maggie-friendly categories like “Widowers” 
and “Balding but Owning It.” It’s the 
ultimate single-mother daydream: Every- 
one’s here to serve only Maggie, who 
basically gets to marry her best girlfriend, 
date a Grammy-winning musician, and leave 
her ex to clean up the mess when Charlotte 
uses the bathtub for a toilet. 

The premise might be fantastical, but 
Playing House still nails certain truths about 
female friendship. Maggie and Emma rely on

If Playing House has a problem, it’s 
that it’s not unrealistic enough. The 
escapism isn’t as wild or imaginative as 
it could be. (Maggie gets to date a celeb- 
rity, but that celebrity is... Hootie?) The 
humor is too tame, focused on muffin 
tops, nursing bras, and other jokes that 
are best reserved for mommy blogs. 
Maggie and Emma speak in the glorious 
rat-a-tat shorthand that’s too often 
reserved for screwball comedies, but 
their conversations are less dynamic 
because both women communicate in 
the same voice. They’re less Laverne 
& Shirley than Laverne & That Other 
Laverne. How strange that Parham and 
St. Clair can’t always capture their real- 
life chemistry on screen. What makes a 
great friendship doesn’t always make for 


great television. B

WHEN BIDDING OPENS on July 31, the official Mad Men 
auction won’t need an ad campaign from Sterling Cooper 
& Partners to sell its wares. That’ll be the job of Screen- 
Bid, a company that has organized auctions for TV 
series including Breaking Bad, Sons of Anarchy, and True 
Blood. But just because ScreenBid CEO Jeffrey Dash has 
overseen similar sales doesn’t mean he knows how 
much iconic pieces like Ken’s eye patch or Betty’s copy 
of Freud will ultimately go for.

When the 25-year-old released her first album, Is Your 
Love Big Enough?, in 2012, after singing backup for Paloma 
Faith, La Havas joined a new breed of soul divas and 
earned no shortage of comparisons to Adele and Erykah 
Badu. But on her latest album, she separates herself from 
the pack. The 10-track set draws on her Jamaican and 
Greek ancestry by combining easygoing beach vibes with 
lyrical allusions to mythology. It also showcases her 
impressive vocal strength. Take “Unstoppable,” the 
album’s first single, produced and co-written by Paul 
Epworth, who worked on Adele’s smash 21. Over dreamy 
piano chords and harps that give way to a sexy funk 
groove, La Havas sings about clinging to an otherwordly 
love. “What You Don’t Do” is even better, with her 
crooning about her beloved over swaggering horns. 
Most of the album mines a similar sonic terrain, but 
La Havas excels when she takes bigger risks. On “Never 


Get Enough,” she mixes in vocal distortion and electric 
guitars to give her sound a surprisingly psychedelic edge. 
“Turn up for love,” she howls on “Grow.” “Turn up and 
watch us sing!” And when she does, you'll oblige. B+

Why Are Singers 
Going Silent? 


Sam Smith, Adele, Meghan Trainor, and more have suffered 
injuries to their most prized instruments. EW examines 
what's behind the vocal-cord crisis—and how these artists 
get their pipes back in shape. By Eric Renner Brown 


BACK IN FEBRUARY at the 
Grammys in L.A., Sam Smith 
joined Mary J. Blige on stage for 
a rousing performance of his 
smash hit “Stay With Me.” It was 
a triumphant moment for the 
artist, who picked up multiple 
awards for In the Lonely Hour, 
one of the biggest aloums of 
2014. But three months later, his 
uck ran out: He suffered bleed- 
ing on his vocal cords and had 
o cancel a run of tour dates. 
After undergoing a procedure 
and resting up for just under two 
months, he returned to the road 
or his U.S. trek. “My throat is 
ooking bloody fantastic,” 
he wrote on Instagram July 16. 
“So it’s amazing news.” 
Smith isn’t the only artist to 
recently suffer in silence. 
Meghan Trainor postponed 
shows in July due to a vocal 
hemorrhage, while back in 
2011 Adele, the singer with the 
golden voice, was plagued with 
a polyp, which can develop if 
bleeding is left untreated. Art- 
ists ranging from Steven Tyler to 
Julie Andrews to John Mayer 
have also had to mute their 
pipes to heal. “I’ve been on tour 
for the better part of this year, 
which has been amazing but 
can be a lot of work for my little 
vocal cords,” Trainor tells EW. 
“They're like muscles, and | feel 
like | basically pulled a muscle.” 
If it seems that visible cases of 
vocal-cord issues among music’s 
MVPs are on the rise, they are. So 
what's behind the recent spate? 
“Most of the performers that | 
care for, they know how to sing,” 
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says Dr. Steven M. Zeitels, a lead- 
ing surgeon at Massachusetts 
General Hospital who has 

reated Smith and Adele. “More 
often than not, the injuries occur 
because of their unbelievable 
work ethic. | don’t think there’s 
an increase in injuries. | think it’s 
being diagnosed more frequently 
because of awareness.” 

One major factor in vocal 
roubles, according to Zeitels, is 
he rigors of touring, which is all 
he more important to an artist's 
commercial success given the 
decline in album sales. “It’s 
amazing how many shows can 
be done in a row—that makes 
things more complicated today,” 
says Zeitels, who notes that inju- 
ries often start if artists perform 
while under the weather. Zeitels 
also says issues are more likely in 
emales: “Men speak from about 
00 to 140 hertz, the number of 
imes per second their cords 
collide, while women spea 
between 180 and 240 hertz. So 
here are more collisions and 
more potential for vocal lesions.” 

A big misconception about 
he cause of hemorrhaging: 
Artists don’t use their dia- 
phragms properly. “Singing 
eachers worked with imagery 
ike ‘Sing from your diaphragm, 
which doesn’t make sense at all,” 
Joan Lader, a coach who worked 
with Madonna on 1996's Evita, 
says. “The diaphragm is a 
muscle—you can't sing from it.” 

While artists like Smith might 
get sidelined, treatment has 
become easier due to techno- 
logical advancements. Zeitels, 


or one, inserts a minimally 
invasive laryngoscope into a 
patient's mouth. It pulses a laser, 
originally designed to treat 
esions on babies’ skin, to shrink 
blood vessels, while not 
scarring vocal cords. “What's 
good for a baby’s skin is good 
or a vocal fold,” Zeitels says. 

After the procedure, he 
advises singers to rest their voices 
no talking!) for three weeks. And 
once they've healed, they should 
ake it easy. “If they get ill, they 
need to be able to cancel 
shows,” he says. Lader agrees: 
“We advise not to do more than 
a couple shows in a row anda 
day off in between,” she says. 
“This is a stressful business. They 
need to balance their lives.”

JUST TO BE Clear, this book is not about Katie Holmes 
and Tom Cruise. Okay, yes, it’s narrated by a fresh-faced

movie star on the planet, fell in love, and found herself in 


the eye of a media hurricane. But the strange, secretive 


religion her future husband is devoted to is called One 


Cell studios, not Scientology, and he jumps on the roof of 


a car to publicly declare his love for his young bride, not 


on Oprah’s couch, and a lot of other details (her hair, his 
height) could be anyone’s, which the book’s press materials 
are very, very careful to point out. So let’s all just be cool and 
agree that nobody needs to call their legal team, okay? 
Great. So now we can relax and enjoy living vicariously in 
Lizzie Pepper’s poreless skin as she is wooed by the legendary 
Rob Mars, A-list idol of high-octane blockbusters and Oscar 
bait alike. Being his girl means entering a glittering world of 
Cannes premieres and private islands and personal-jet sex. 


(The long-whispered rumors that Rob is 
gay? Untrue!) It’s like a dream; he even 
promises to help Lizzie find meatier roles, 
and never pressures her to get involved in 
One Cell—though she does find herself 
increasingly disconnected from family and 
old friends and drawn closer to the people in 
his inner circle. But that’s just life as the wife 
of an icon: When a simple fro-yo run or a 
Malibu beach stroll requires military-grade 
security ops, sacrifices must be made. And 
Rob is basically a prince, always saying the 
perfect thing at the perfect moment—like a 
hero in one of his own movies. So why, even 
after the birth of their twin boys, does Lizzie 
feel like she doesn’t know the man she 
married much better than she did when he 
was a poster on her best friend’s bedroom 
wall? “Our love,” she muses, “was an absence, 
a clean white room with fresh paint and 
hospital corners and hinges that open with- 
out the slightest noise.” 

Lizzie isn’t completely alone in her meta- 
phorical room, of course. Our fictional 
heroine has expert help from best-selling 
celebrity ghostwriter Hilary Liftin, and readers 
who come for the dirt, real or imagined, won’t 
be disappointed; there’s plenty of gold in these 
True Hollywood hills. But Star is ultimately 
more sad than salacious—a love story not 
even the most talented actors could spin into 
a happily-ever-after.

The first thing you should know about Ernest Cline—fiction’s most 
unabashed nerd and author of the dystopian gamer hit Ready Player One— 
is that he owns a DeLorean. Also, he’s obsessed with the 1980s, big-time, 
which comes across in his new novel, Armada. By James Hibberd 


ERNEST CLINE knows exactly 
what | secretly want and wastes 
no time making it happen. 
Within seconds of my arriving at 
his Austin home, the 43-year-old 
author has put me behind the 
wheel of his famously tricked- 
out Back to the Future-style 
DeLorean, switched on the flux 
capacitor, cranked up “The 
Power of Love,” and let me 
nostalgically time-travel back to 
1985. That's when | notice his 
customizations: the dangling 
gold dice like in the Millennium 
Falcon, the light bar from Knight 
Rider, the proton gun from 
Ghostbusters. Cline’s car 
doesn’t merely replicate famous 
props, though: “It’s a happiness 
machine,” he explains. 
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It’s also the closest thing in 
the real world to the imagined 
universe of Cline’s novels, which 
deliriously mash up wildly 
diverse pop culture references 
with tales of young loners 
caught in dire sci-fi plots. His 
2011 debut, Ready Player One, 
was a best-selling smash, 
written over the course of eight 
years as Cline slaved away at a 
tech-support cubicle job. Since 
then, his geek dreams keep 
coming true. Recently Steven 
Spielberg signed on to direct 
the Ready Player One movie 
(Cline suspects he’s the only 
director who can pull off getting 
all the brand rights needed for 
the tale: “Nobody's not going to 
give him Pac-Man, or Duran

Duran, or whatever he wants’). 
Cline has also gotten to hang 
out with some of his idols, like 
Game of Thrones author 
George R.R. Martin. “He was 
like, 'How’s your new book 
going?’ And I’m like, ‘So much 
pressure! Everybody's waiting 
and emailing!’ He was just 
laughing at me,” Cline recalls. 
That new book has been 
released: Armada, a tale about 
a high schooler named Zack 
Lightman who learns his 
avorite videogame is actually a 
secret military training program 
preparing an army of pilots to 
ight off an alien invasion. If the 
concept sounds suspiciously 
ike The Last Starfighter, that’s 
also what Cline’s protagonist 
hinks—in fact, it’s his characters’ 
extensive knowledge of sci-fi 
ropes that sets the book apart. 
“If an alien invasion happens 
and the characters don't refer- 
ence Independence Day or War 
of the Worlds, then it’s like they 
ive in this alternate universe,” 
notes Cline, who was partly 
inspired by discovering that 
arcade classic Battlezone was 
once co-opted by the U.S. Army 
o train tank operators. 
In another Armada twist, the 
characters pilot drones, a real- 
ife combat evolution that 
hreatens to make previous 
space-battle stories feel dated 
(Cline points out that it’s tough 
o watch Star Wars now and not 
realize the Rebels didn't really 
need to send X-wing pilots to 
perish while attacking the 
Death Star). Armada has been 
snatched up for a potential 
eature film, too, with an eye 
oward turning the story into a 
ranchise. “The main thing is all 
his useless knowledge in 
Zack’s head is actually really 
valuable, and | think that 
appeals to people,” Cline says. 
“And it appeals to me because 
| actually made it true. By 
taking all this useless stuff in 
my head and putting it into 
stories, it's not actually not so 
useless anymore.”
